8t Louis, Nov. 28 — A list of known 
dead received at Wabash headquarters 
Is at follow*: Qirolono Trino, Domi- 
nieo Crtbarot Carlo Trinta, emigrants; 
Jamaa Brown, Portor; ■. N. Dsnells, 
Detroit; Qeorge W. Youmans, con- 
tractor, Kansas City; Job Witchcll, 
merchant, Detroit; Hern^.ann Poesch, 
Chicago; Vida Oagas, Tupperviiic, On- 
tario. Many more wero burned be- 
yond r*««gnltlon, many others antlro* 
1y cremated. A long list of Injiirad la 
also given in the report. 

Adrian, Mleh.rNoT7 28.— No dcvel- 
opmsnta hav« dawned upon the horrid 
scene of wreckage 6n the Wabash 

railroad near Seiuca a Kinall village 
11 mill's west of Ailiian, that tend to 
minimize or detract from the awful 
calamity. All of the wreckage baa 
boan claarvd . from the track. The 
number ct dead Tictima will reach 
from 80 to 100 and more than the lat- 
ter number art' suffering greatt r or 
lesser injuries. Some of the rnilrou'l 
officials assert that the nunitit r uf 
dead will not exceed 50, but the num- 
ber of corpses and piJts of human 
forms collected disprove this estimate. 

Considerable light wsa shown on 
the cause for the disaster by the or- 
ders which the conductor showed as 
bis authority for pro( eedlng past Sand 
Creek. The order delivered to the 
train IS at HoUoway read as follows: 
"Tnilns No. IS and S: No. 4, engine 
SM, will ' meet No. IS at Seneca and 
No. 3. engln" (123, Sand Creek. Engines 
as and l.'il will double head No. 13." 

It is understood the engineer and 
conductor of No. 4 received a simnar 
order at Monipelier, O., but If so the»e 
ftrSers were disregarded. If it devel- 
ops that the orders issued to both 
trains were to the same end it is con- 
niderfd that the responsibility for the 
(lisa.ster rests wholly with the engiiuer 
and conductor of the eaatbound Contl- 
aettUl limited. 

Burned Beyond Recognition. 
Many of the burned bodies cannot 
be Identified. Only six bodies were 
■ recovered intact. A small pile of 
crlip, blackened fragments that cov- 
ered two atr^hers was all that could 
be found of a number of others. 

The following bodies are lying In 
the morgue at Adrian; Fireman Bal- 
dorf, of Engine 51, who was crushed 
to deatl in his cab; James Brown, col- 
«ff«d, porter; B. N. DoneU, Detroit ; 
Gaort* M. Youman, Kansas City; Job 
Wttchell. Detroit; Herman Poesch, 48, 
Dearborn street, Chicago, and an un- 
identlDdQ woman. Oiovonni Folonaro, 
an eraigraat, Uof Is ft Mvby f^rm 
house. 

, The leano of the catastroiAe pre- 
sented a bleak and desolate appear- 
ance when day dawned. Strewn along 

both sides of the track for 500 feet 
were car wheels, brake beams and 
such other parts ot the wrecked coach- 
ee as wouid not burn. Bnglnas 88 and 
see were lying In the dltoh TorRabie 
scrap heaps. Broken ears» many of 
them stained with the blood of their 
lut occupants were scattered about 
and being used as cushions by those 
huddled around open flres. 

The two passenger trains were go- 
ing At almost fall apaad whM they 
■•t Both trains were telescoped in 
tto dreadful impact, then burned, en- 
tailing the tremendous loss of life. 

Going at Full Spaed. 
The westbooad train was know a£ 
No. 18 and was a regular train, but 
besides the regular coaches had sev- 
eral coaches filled with Italian Immi- 
grants who were going to work in 
the coal mines at Trinidad, Colo. 
The eaatbound train was known as No. 
4, the Continental limHad. II «m a 
vestibuied train consisting of a bag- 
gage car, combination - coach and 
sleepers. The cause of the wreck was 
a misreading of orders by Engineer 
Strong of the Continental limited. He 
understood the order to read Sand 
Creek Instead of Seneca. The con- 
ductor of the train did not know the 
engineer had misunUerstood the or- 
der and supposed that his train waa 
going on a aiding. Finding that the 



train waa running rapidly the con 

ductor put on the airbrakes himself 
but It was too late. The two train 
crashed together and the cars on the 
westbound train were crumpled up in 
a heap of ruins. 

Wreckage Caught Fire. 
The Immigrants and other passen 
gers on train 13 were crushed between 
the splintered cars. If any eacaped 
without injury It will be considered 
miracle. To add to the horror the 
wreckage caught Are Instantly, and in 
a irtiort time the bodies of the dead 
and those of tije injured who were 
pinned down were being burned. The 
scence which followed was heartrend 
Ing in the extreme. The wreck oc 
rurred in open country with but one 
farm house near by and Iscllltlea ttt 
the aid ot the Injured were extremely 
inadequate. As soon aa news of the 
disaster reached Superintendent Burns 
at Detroit a relief train was dispatch 
ed with a score or more surgeons 
Farmers from near by and those who 
escaped from the wreck' alive made 
heroic effort to resona the leas 
fortuonte. The condition of the wreck 
waa such that darkness made it almost 
Impossible to render Immediate aid 
Immediately after the coiliEion the 
Bix cars crowded with immigrants 
buret into Hamea. The unfortunates 
fought madly in their attempt to crawl 
out of doors and windows, thus hin- 
derluK each other .so that the bulk of 
them were unable to escape, and 
those in the ears were slowly roasted 
to death. There waa absolutely no 
means at hand to fight the fire and th 
agonised shrieks dt the unfortunates 
was appalling. 

'It was a veritable hell of fire," said 
Victor C. Oreenbaum of New York 
city, who e.-t^ped with slight injuries 
"People who came hurrying to the 
scene from farm houses in that local 
ity stood about the wreckage helpleae 
Ty and held their hands to their ears 
to shut out the frightful screams and 
turned their eyes away because it was 
moro than they could bear." 
Horrifying tpaeteela. 
All of the cars of train 13 but two 
were smashed or burned. Of the 
eight coaches of train 4, only one car 
was destroyed, a New York (Vntral 
day coach. From 15 to 20 of that 
coach's passengers were killed. Two 
died after being taken out None of 
the occupant* of the other eoac lea of 
the eaat bound train were killed. 

The scene Immediately surrounding 
the wreck was terrible. In the semi- 
darkness Illuminated by the glare of 
the flames, men atumbled about corps 
es which fell from the rains and 
which after the fire were hurled from 
the debrla. They lay along the track, 
some covered by blankets which had 
been brought by farmers who had 
flocked to the scene from the sur- 
rounding country. People came hurry- 
ing from the nearby villages and 
these with the help of thoee who es- 
caped on train No. 4 did what they 
could. The immigrants who were 
lucky enough to get out alive were un- 
able to speak English and could give 
no Idea approximately of th* number 
of people in each car. 

When the relief tratna arrived, as 
many of the Injured as could be car- 
ried were taken to Montpeller, O., 
Peru, Ind., and to Adrian hospitals. 
People Flock to the Seen*. 
People for miles around drove to 
the scene of tha collision Thursday, in 
a majority of eases bringing their fam 
llles with them. 

When the first relief train arrived 
from Adrian, six of the cars in train 
No. IS were burning so fiercely that 
tk* rel!«f party eotald not get within 
several hundred feet of them. These 
were the baggage car, the emigrant 
cars, two coachee and a chair car. 
There was nothipg to do but stand 
back and wait until the fire burned 
itself out. It wa* past midnight be- 
for* a saareh of tha ruins of th* burn- 
ed cars could b* begun. As soon sa 
the heat subsided sufllciently scores 
of men began delving In the mass. 
As it was slowly turned over small 
crisp pieces of those who had perish- 
ed in the flame* wv* occasionally 
found. Tho laigsat portion of any 
body found wa* a tanibly burned 
trunk. Inside of two hours the iron 
work of the cars had all been hauled 
into the ditch at either aide of the 
road. The first relief party on the 
scene arrived from Adrian U minutes 
after tha Mddeat and Immediately 
began work on th* •*eoad coach of 
train No. 4. which was telescoped by 
the collision and reduced to splinters. 
The wreck of this coach was Jammed 
into a space 14 feet square. From 
the ruins of tho oar th* bodies of tour 
m«i ud OM wemas war* removed. 
VIelims Removed. 
Train No. S, which was waiting on 
the side track at Sand Creek, having 
followed No. 13 from Detroit, waa run 
up to the scene as aoon aa the acci- 
dent waa reported thar* and ea this 
train practically all th* iBjBr*d firom 
th* w*st bound train were loaded and 
started for the company's hospital at 
Peru, Ind. A relief train from Mont 
peller, O., took more of the injured 
from the eaatbound train and also 
atarted for Peru with them. Pending 
tha arrival of tb*s*.ambttlanc* trains. 



the Injured aa fast as they were extrl 

cated. were placed in two sIkju is at 
tached to train 13 which were not 
wrecked or tak( n to the house of lien 
Huss. which Is witihn 100 yards of 
where the colliaion occurred. At 3 
o'clock, Che bodies of the dead, to- 
gether with the few awful fragments 
recovered from the burning cars were 
loaded aboard a car and rtmoved to 
the morgue at Adrian. 

At 7 o'clock, the wreckers removed 
the last piece of wreckage from the 
tracka. It was engine ISl. Although 
conslderat>ly warped and bent its 
wheels were still true enough, so that 
they kept the track and it waa towed 
to the Seneca sidetrack. 

HARROWINO SCKNES 

WTitneased Among Those Awaiting the 
Homecoming of Loved Ones. 
Detroit, Nov. 2T8.— At the Union 
station In this city were many epi 
aodes. Relatives and friends of pas- 
aengers who were known to have been 
on the wrecked train besieged rail 
road offlclais with entreatiea and in 
qulrles. One little girl waited for her 
sister, Vida Degas of Tupperviile, Ont., 
and at last was Informed that her sis- 
ter was among the dead. 

"Dead, dead, dead!" she shrieked 
fastening her arms about the neck of 
the operator who announced the 
names, while tears welled the eyes of 
the specUtmrs. The grief of the child 
e.xhansted her so that she had to be 
carried a'.vay. 

Job Witchell of the firm of Witchell 
Sons & Co., of Detroit, was ezpeeted 
home OB No. 4. His son was at the 
depot to met him. Eventually a di.s 
patch came numbering Job Mitchell 
among the dead. The scm was in tin 
waiting room whi n thn news wa.- 
broken. The terrible reality was too 
much and he swooned and fell agalns 
a radiator. He was assisted to bi& 
feet and remained in that attitude, 
stunned by the calamity. His father 
had been absent in Dallas, Tex.. som<: 
time and telegraphed his intenttion to 
return on the ill-fated train. 

Th" relief of thoae whose friends 
and relatives were gradually announc- 
ed to be still living was in strong con 
trast to the sadness of mourners. A 
large crowd anxiously awaited tidings. 

A special relief train arrived from 
Adrian with five dead bodies, four 
men and one woman and a stretcher 
full of burned and blackened pieces of 
dead humanity. 

Wabash train No. C arrived at the 
Union station from the west several 
hours late. It carried no dead or In 
jured, but brought Engineer Strong 
and three uninjured passengers of No 
4. Strong reiterated bis statements 
previously maae to the effect that his 
telegraphic order read to pass at San.l 
Creek and he supposed No. 13's order 
waa to meet No. 4 at Seneca. 

gnglneer Strong's Statement. 
Although ICngineer Strong saw the 
llffht of tile approaching train five 
milt s away down a straight track, he 
did not check his speed, because, as 
be said, he supposed Na 13 was woit- 
ag on a siding at Sand Creek. After 
reaching Detroit, Engineer 8tron{<; 
made the following statement: "1 
read my orders that 1 was to stop at 
Sand Creek and evidently the other 
crew read thelr'a to etop at Senet a I 
know that there were four of us that 
read myTOders the same— the fireman, 
the conductor, brakeman and myself 
Most my orders in the confusion .ji 
the wreck but the records will sho,/ 
what they were and what the other 
rew's orders were. When 1 first saw 
the headlight of the other train it waa 
far enough away, so I presume. I could 
have stopped, but you know how it 
with these electric headllghts-r-you 
annot tell anythliiK about how far 
away they are. It waa a straight away 
track and I thought they were waiting' 
for me at Sand Creek. They doubt- 
less thought we were stopped at Sen- 
eea and so both of us came on at full 
speed. We must have been runnlr.c 
60 miles an hour. When we saw thai 
they were ou top of us, I saw I must 
jump. There was a bridge right ahead 
and I did not want to tell in that ao i 
waited ttatil we were past It and fell 
Ttere was only a slight embankment, 
adf the craah came right after I let 
go. I rolled fully three rod.-^. Win n 
I came to there was my engine on one 
side of me and the trucks of the sec 
ond car, which was telescoped on 
the other." 

Snperlmtendent Bums says Engl 
near Strong of train No. 4 is responsi- 
ble. "His orders," said he, ■ clearly 
directed him to pass train 13 at Sen 
eca. He evidently forgot them for he 
did not stop there and the collision 
resulted." Superintendent Burns es- 
timated the financial Kmb to th* War 
bash nt 148,000. 

Train 18 was a double-header drawn 
by engine No. 88, Engineer Sam J. 
Work, fireman Dowd. both of Detroit. 
The aecond engine waa No. 161, En.- 
glneer Robert Parks, fireman. Calvin 
Batdorf, both of Ahfaley. Both engi- 
neers escaped alive, but their firemen 
met death in the quivering mass of 
Iron and steel. Engineer Works is in 
great pain from the scalding, broken 
nose and a acalp wound and la unable 
to talk or ba latervlewod. 



Engineer Park's of the rear engine on 
No. 13 has his left leg broken and 
face cut. He describes the collision 
as follows: We had orders to meet 
train No. 4 at Seneca and were ran- 
ning about 30 miles an hour The 
track is straight for several miles and 
I could see the headlight of No. 4 com 
Ing when we were about three miles 
west of Sand ("reek. 1 put on the air 
brakes and the shock came before 1 
had time to jump. The three engines 
all piled up together. I waa thrown 
through the roof or window of the 
cab, I don't know which. The engine 
on tralh' No. 4 fell to the south and orr 
two plied up together. I found my 
self upon the bank, then another man 
crawled up to me. It was Engineer 
Work. Both of our flrMBoa mu*t have 
been killed. " 



PATIKNTS AT PERU. 

Amoag Them a Boy Whose I neie 
Protected Htm Krom llHriii. 

Peru, Ind.. Nov. 28.— Of the persons 
who were Injured In the Wabash wreck 
25 arrived here on a train traveling In 
two sections. Lucie Virgiles and Tru 
busEl Silvestro, although frightfully 
Injured, were able to talk briefly. They 
were well acquainted with the people 
in their imny and say 100 Italians are 
missing and unaccounted for. The 
train load of maimed and wounded 
passengers brought here waa a pitiful 
miniature of the horror. There wero 
not enough of ambulances to carry the 
wounded to the hospital aiul many ev- 
press wagons and trucks were pressed 
into service. Among the wounded at 
the hospital is 11-year-old Carman 
I'aer, who cries unceasingly for his 
uncle. His uncle, however, is dead, 
having given hla own life to save the 
boy. The boy's protector, whose 
name was Thomas Oerbergo, had 
made his body a shield to protect his 
nephew. When bis lifeless form was 
picked up the boy was fOund under it 
only slightly Injured. 

Although a number of physicians 
came on the train from the wrec k. all 
the local physicians and suigeous who 
could be found were called to the hos- 
pital. It is said of the wounded 
brought here that several may die. 
Some of the patiente are delirious pai t 
of the time and talked Incoherently of 
the ghastly scene of the (ollision in

8TBIKE DI8TWTEGBATIN0. 

Switchmen Left la the Lurch bv the 
Brotherhood of Trainmen. 

Pittsburg, Nov. 1>S — The switch- 
men's strike gives evidence of rapid 
dlsintegrafion and by Friday morning 
blflclals of thtf diuerent railroads Wnu 
terminals In Pittsburg declare that 
traffic will be resumed as usual. 

The result is attributed largely to 
the action ef the Brotherhood of Train- 
men In deciding against assistance 
and sympathy for the strikers. 

At the yaids of the Baltimore and 
Ohio the offlciala reptnted full crews 
at work and everything proceeding 
satlsfaclorily. Nearly 100 men fioni 
subdivisions of the road were brouglit 
n and these with the old men who 
had returned to work, were on duty. 
Part of the new men were seat to the 
Pittsburg and Western yarda at Wil- 
low Grove and to the Pittsburg June 
tlon road. Pittsburg and Western of- 
ficials reported nine crews, the regu- 
ar number, at work with trains mov- 
ng as usual. A number of the old 
men, they said, had applied for their 
former positions, but were refused 
work. On the Allegheny Valley rail- 
road, which suffered most fi(jm the 
Btrike, tracks were filled with freight 
cars, but not to the same extent as be- 
fore. It was said a number of switch- 
men had been procured. The Pitteburg 
and Lake Brie auperintendent said an 
crews were working. Some of the old 
men, he said, had returned and ihose 
still out would not be taken back. 
Penn.'^yh ania ofTlc laU claim the strike 
was practically settled and that most 
of the men had returned to work. 

Train Robber Arrested. 

Great Falls, Mon., Nov. 28.— Deputy 
Sheriff Ledbetter has arrester at Nel- 
hart a man known as Bob Collins, who 
is believed to be O. C. Hanks, a part 
ner of Harry Longbaugh, Kid Curry 
and George Parker in the Malt\, Mon., 
Great Northern train robbery last 
July. Collins does not confess his 
identity, but admits he helped to rob 
the train and that he haa 812.600 
buried. H* has been working In the 
Nelhart concentrator, and when Long 
baugh wa* arreated at St Louis be 
came nenreua and had to go to bed.

Manilla, Nov. 28.— A body of Fili- 
pinos attacked a conamtssary wagon 
between Magdalena and Oajaysasa, 
serloual^ wounding a sergeant and a 

private of the Eighth regiment and 
capturing Privates Dunn and Fren- 
nlng, two horses, three rifles and 300 
rounds of ammunltloB. There has 
been a recrad**e*a«a of Filipinos 
activity at Taaaaan, ikrovlne* of Ba- 
tangaa, southwest Lusoa. An Inter- 
preter named Alberto haa been killed 
In the market place for refusing to 
donate a percentage of hla salary to 
the Filipinos. Other government em- 
ployes have been similarly thr*atea*d. 



Louisville, Nov. SS.— Stuart R. 
Young, 35, retiring treawirer of the 

city of Louisville, resorted to suicide 
to intercept impending disgrace which 
he evidently felt himseU unable to 
endure. His rash act was preclpitet- 

ed by the publication in local papers 
of the fact that accountants were at 
work on his books. This was asso- 
ciated with the inft rence that dls- 
crepanciee had been found in his 
accounts as treasurer. 

Friends of Mr. Young immediately 
began to look for him, not believing 
the reports. Mr. Young waa last seen 
alive at the ladles' entrance of the 
Louisville hotel, where he lived with 
his bride of a few months. Two news- 
boys, Charles .Vhord ami ICd Healy. 
who knew Mr. Young — for nearly 
everybody In Louisville knew Mr. 
Young— ran up and said: "Mr. Young, 
don't yoti want a paper? It's got your 
pii !;iie in it." A swift glance at the 
heailliiies foM Mr. ^■oullg why the 
paper hail priiiti (1 a doiihle coliimii 
|)ieture of him. Instead of entering 
the hotel he walked down Sixth street 
towards the river, the newsboys fol- 
lowing him on tjie other side of the 
street. Ju.-t after passing Nedson 
street .^!r. ^■o^ng tMliied off between 
some box <a..-i. The hoys feared to 
follow him any farther, and, returning 
to the Louisville hotel, described &lr. 
Young's actions to "Kid" Johnson, a 
hackman. Johnson found Young lyln« 
face (low nw aid in the cinders, with a 
bullet hole ii' hind his right ear. Life- 
was exiinet iiiit in his ri^:ht hand tUa 
dead man still held the pktol. 

Colotkel B. H. Young was Instantly 
notified by telephone of his son's trag- 
ic death, and went at once to the 
scene of the suicide with some of hla 
son's friends. The corpse lay in the 
nders, clothed in fashionable gar- 
ments. Including a light tan overcoat 
and a gray alpine hat. The aged 
father of the dead man. a few of hia 
friends and some policemen lifted ii.c> 
body into a coffin and it was removed 
to an tindertaking establisihment, un- 
der 01 ' rs of the coroner. 

Stuart Voung waa one of the promi- 
nent men of Loulaville. a graduate of 
Princeton university, a son of Colonel 
Bennett H. Young, a promiin nt law- 
yer and e\-("i)nfe(l"rate soldier ut 
Le)iiisvi,'^e, and a brother of Lawrence 
Young of Chicago, president of Ihe 
Washington Park Jockey club. He 
married laat July Miss Bessie vvy- 
mond, one of the moat beaut ifal wom- 
en In Kentucky, and daughter <if L. H. 
Wymond. Four yeais aso .Mi- \'ouiit; 
was elected city treasurer, and under 
the law WHS ineligible for re-election. 
His successor was elected Nov. 5. 

It la believed In ofllclal circles that 
the alleged dlacrepancy in Young's ac- 
counts will amount to between 840.- 
000 and $.10,000 The experts and com- 
mlltee ai)pointe<l lo examine the boka 
of the office were not at work on the 
accounts Thursday. One of the experta 
stated that 14 would be several weeks 
before anv 'offlcial report of the con- 
dition of the books can be made, aa 
it will be n><essary to check the ac- 
counts of Voung for the entire terr^ 
of his iiK nnibency. four years. 

The only ludiiailon regarding the 
accounts Is that between the indicated 
balancee and the actual balances in 
the two banks In which the city fundi? 
are deposited, there is a dlscrepcacy 
of about $18,000. 

Voun^ was a.^sit-tant postmaster t.t 
this eiiy duliu:.; tlie adiiiinlBtration oi 
President Cb vela-ul. the portmaste.' 
being ''•isrlea P. Weaver who was 
mayo. \ Louisllle at the tiue Vcung 
was city treasurer. 

Kansas City Victim. 
Kansas City. Nov. 28.— Oeoige W. 
Youmans, .'8, one of the victims of th* 
Waha.-h Wr"( k. was a well-known 
building and iiaving contractor and a 
member of the board of public works 
of Kanaas City. He erected many of 
the large bulldlnga In Kansas City 
and has held heavy con<tract8 through- 
out the southwest Mr. Youmana la 
father of Frank K. Youmans, a well- 
known young broker who was arreat- 
ed recently ou a charge of embessle> 
ment. Mr. YoumaiM was engaged oa 
a big contract in Texas at th* time of 
his son's arrest and arrived in Kansas 
City Tuesday and proceeded eas*. L-- 
Intended, he said, to persuade his «on 
to return to Missouri and face the 
charge. Mr. Youmana leaves a widuw 
hi Kaasas City.

Colon, ColMnbia, Nov. 28.— The gov- 
ernment force*, SOO etrong, under Oen* 
era) Albui, on reappearing at Buena 
Vtota Weonesday afternoon opened 

Are on the Liberal forces under Col- 
onel Bancia.

20 wounded men were taken to Pana- 
ma on the evening train. The Liber- 
al loaa was Insignificant. It Is said to 
bo less than a dosea. Lientenant Col- 
onel Barrcra is now twice a hero. 
Much regret Is expressed at the fact 
that he was not detailed to prevent 
the passage of liarbacoa bridge. 

The T^iberals at Colon are jubilant 
owing to the fact that General Alban's 
forward march has been stopped, 
coupled with reasonable bopos that 
General Domingo Diaz, with the rein- 
forcements of Liberals from Cbor- 
rerea will soon arrive on the scene of 
action and attack General Alban In 
the rear. This has changed the as- 



pect of affairs at Panama. Reinforce- 
ments of government troops In small 
bodies have been Joiniac Omaral Al- 
ban contlnuallr. 

Wednesday was the anniversary of 
the indenpendente the isthmus and 
has always been a holiday at both 
ends of the railroad line, but this year 
all was deep sorrow, for many a crim- 
son spot between Colon and Panama 
marks the place where a brave man 
has fallen.
